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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues where the prior art does not 
teach where "an input control signal of the transfer gate of a corresponding register block being brought into an ON-state only in a specified 
period during which an output of the flip-flop of the corresponding register block changes". Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. As previously 
stated in the Final Office action, AAPA teaches where the control signal is brought to an ON state when the output of the flip-flop changes. 
Applicant further argues where the control signal stays on during the entire change in the flip flop, not in only in a specified period. 
Examiner, respectfully disagrees. Applicant does not claim where the control signal turns off before the flip flop changes again. The 
claimed limitations can be read by AAPA, Figs. 41 as the limitation of "in a specified period" is broad, thus can be interpreted to read where 
the control signal is in the ON-state during the entire active output period of the flip flop. Thus, the rejection is maintained.. 
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
